The entire 
gambling fraternity of the Territory are here, 
including the Benson t< p-aud-bottom gam­ 
blers. The police force has been largely aug­ 
mented, the detachment at the grounds being 
under the command of Tom Gates, and the 
ñrst break made by any of tho roughs will be 
suppressed with dispatch. No trouble is an­ 
ticipated. The festivities are indulged in to 
excess by the Mexican population, particu­ 
larly their national dances, which they vigor­ 
ously work at all night. San Augustine is 
the patron saint of Tucson, and tile occasion 
is appropriately observed by the Catholic 
Church here, which, however, has no connec­ 
tion with the hilarious feast being conducted 
beyond the city limits. The feast grounds 
resemble the grounds of an ordinary county 
fair, and to-night are being visited by the en­ 
tire native and foreign population of Tucson.

D enver, August 27th.—A Santa Fe special 
says: Twe companies of the INinth Cavalry, 
C and F, left here yesterday for Fort Cum­ 
mings. They number one hundred men, ami 
tho horses are in fine condition. They will 
take the field at once on their arrival at Cum­ 
mings to Bcout the Black llange and Mern- 
bres mountains. Two other companies, num­ 
bering nearly one hundred, will leave on 
Monday for Fort Craig, and are ordered to 
scout on the San Mateo, and another on the 
Socorro mountains, after Borne hostile Mcs- 
caleros, who are reported to have killed two 
miners near Grafton, ten days ago. Nana’s 
main band, numbering about sixty, who 
crossed the Mexican line into Sonora, are be­ 
ing pursued by Dimmick and Taylor's de­ 
tachments. General Pope will be hereon the 
1st of September, and arrangements will be 
made to successfully guard agair.st Indian 
raids, and protect life and propeitv. 
Nana’s band of Apaches, after a hard 
flight before the soldiers, succeeded in cross­ 
ing the Sonora Hue. The soldiers were but a 
few hours behind. Since the campaign be­ 
gan, the soldiers have engaged the Indians in 
fifteen fights. 
Latest accounts say the body of Lieutenant 
Smith, who was killed near Nutt Station, fell 
into the hands of the Indians and was hor­ 
ribly mutilated. A squaw cut off bis nose 
and lips, slashed his face and severed several 
other members from his body. A band of 
Iudians, which has just crossed the line, is 
thought to be the main force, but there are 
others in San Mateo Mountains who have 
committed some depredations and killed 
several people. It is believed for the present 
the campaign will not be as severe as hereto­ 
fore, or the mortality so great. 


FT AH. 
H o rrib le AITalr—F ive C h ild ren H orned lo 
D eath. 
S a lt L ake, August 27th.—The following 
special was received to-nigut from Stockton, 
Utah : The residence of John A. Kimball, in 
Soldier canyon, about five miles from here, 
was entirely consumed by fire about 10 o’clock 
last r ig!:t, caused by the explosion of a coal 
oil lamp. Five children, whose ages ranged 
from two months to 13 years, perhhed in the 
firme3. It appears that Mrs. Kimball and 
the eldest son were in the cook-house, about 
fifty feet from the residence, at the time ef 
the accident, having left the children in 
charge of a boy 13 years of age, who \va3 
rocking the cradle. The wind was blowing a 
perfect gale down the canyon at the time. It 
is thought the lamp was blown fiom the table 
to the floor, as the window was open, and ex­ 
ploded anil ignited a five-gallon can of oil 
which was in the room, the furms spreading 
to rapidly that the roof was burned though 
and fell in, crushing the inmates and pre­ 
venting escape. Nothing bat their charred 
remains, burned beyond description, were 
found this morniDg. The youngest of the 
children were twins in the cradle at the time. 
The mother of the children is threatened 
with iusanity in consequence of this terrible 
affair. 
OREGON. 
Item s from P o rtlan d . 
Portland, August 27th.—For the pist 
twelve hours a heavy rain has prevailed, 
thoroughly soaking the ground. 1 *. is feared 
that the rain will result iu much damage to 
grain, as many farmers are in the very midst 
ef harvest, and crops generally are standing 
unprotected in the fields. 
A barn belonging to W. J. McMeekin, 
near Harrisburg, Linn county, was totally 
destroyed by fire on the tight of the 25;h. 
Lose, 81.400. 
The Oregonian Ra’lway Company (narrow 
gauge) has graded the roai-bed all the way 
from Brownsville to Coburg, Lane county, 
and it is expected trains will be running by 
October 1st, in time to carry off this year’s 
grain crop.

Frost at Grass Valley Friday night. 
Red Bluff is to have a match factory. 
The salmon-fishing season is just begin­ 
ning on the Coquille, and a good season is 
expected. 
The Government is about making ar­ 
rangements to build a telegraph line from 
Ashland to Fort Klamath. 
Swan, the pioneer of Monterey, says that 
the tirBt gold known to be in California was 
found at the Mission of San Autonio. 
The Redding Intlepttulent and Shasta 
county Democrat believe the recent great 
tire at 1-iedding was caused by incendiaries. 
Large numbers of cattle are dying about 
the Devine and Todhunter ranges, ot black­ 
leg. It is feared that the disease may cow 
become general. —[ Reno J ournal. 
A new bridge has been erected on the 
Stockton and Copperopolis wagon road, 
over a slough near C. D. Benjamin’s ranch. 
It is a substantial structure, with high 
and strong side rails. 
Near Red Bluff wild grapes are begin­ 
ning to ripen, and the jelly preparing sea­ 
son will again be renewed. The vines on 
the banks of the numerous creeks are re­ 
ported loaded with fruit. 
The Government works on the Ccquille 
bar have been suspended for want of funds. 
Good work has beeu done, and a great im­ 
provement is noticeable in the channel, but 
further appropriations will be needed to 
complete the work. 
Ducks are appearing earlier than usual 
this season. The lakes in Pajaro valley are 
at times well covered with docks, and 
weather sharps are predicting early rains, 
claiming that the early appearance of ducks 
portend early rains. 
The party in search of the Brother Jona­ 
than is now making daily trips, when the 
weather will permit, to the locality where 
the wreck is supposed to be. They are 
obliged to om e to Crescent City every 
night in order to get fresh water. 
The grape-growers of the St. Helena dis­ 
trict, Napa county, have almost unani­ 
mously signed a pledge, not to sell grapes 
to such wine or brandy makers as refuse 
to agrco not to use glucose, molasses, or 
other deleterious or obnoxious substauces. 
The bids for a bridge over the Sacra­ 
mento river at Chico Landing were opened 
by the Board of Supervisors of Colusa on 
Tuosday last. There were four bids put 
in. The bid of the California Bridge Com­ 
pany, of Oakland, was the lowest. It is 
814,840, and will be accepted, provided 
the citizens of Colusa will rubscribe the 
sum required to do the work, with the sum 
of $10,(ICO which tho county will give. 
This will require about 8J.800 to be raised 
by subscription. The draw is to be what 
is called a tower framework. It is now be­ 
lieved that the amount can be raised by 
subscription.

All day yesterday a very dense column 
of smoke rose from the burning timber and 
this valley was tilled with it. The dense 
smoke was caused by the tire getting into 
the sawdust heaps just below where the 
lower mill, which was burned last year, 
stood. As there are many tons of sawdust 
there, the fire will burn for an indefinite 
period. Much timber and undergrowth is 
being destroyed.—[Reno Journal, 27th. 


ITEMS FROM PANAMA. 
The Pacific Mail steamship City of 
Granada has arrived at San Francisco, 
from Panama. The Panama Star ami Il'r- 
aid has the following items : 
A revolutionary movement was detected 
in this city on the 27th of July, and arms 
and ammunition were found. The follow­ 
ing were captilred by General Benjamin 
lluiz during the day : Forty ritles, 8,000 
cartridges, and one case of cartridge boxes. 
Other captures were expected during the 
night, among which were 150 ritles. 
Jose Maria Bernárdez, for several years 
Secretary of State of the Republic of 
Colombia, died on the 1 st instant. 
Preliminary work for the excavation of 
the Panama Canal is still progressing. 
A. Etienne, sub-chief of the canal works 
at Aspinwall, died on the morning of July 
15th. of brain fever. 
Fifty thousand dollars have been ordered 
by national law to be distributed anioDg 
the sufferers by the fire at Buenaventura. 
The poor people ruined by grasshoppers in 
the State of Magdalena also receive 825,000 
national bounty. 
Things in Lima appear to be considera­ 
bly mixed. From Chorillos it is reported 
that all the important portion of the forces 
of the Provisional Government had dis­ 
banded, and had gone over to the Monto­ 
neros with their arms. 
The Montoneros are said to be in consid­ 
erable force in the neighborhood of Lima, 
aud to be threatening the capital itself.

From tima to time intelligence reaches 
England from the Soudan which leaves no 
room to doubt that the African slave trade 
continues to be in vigorous operation in 
that country. It is, indeed, stated that 
no fewer than 50,000 or 00,000 negroes are 
still annually conveyed to the Turkish 
and Egyptian ports of the Red Sea. where 
they are disposed of to dealers from all 
parts of the Sultan’s dominions. Yet it is 
unquestionable that in 1ST!) Colonel Gor­ 
don dealt what promised to be a death­ 
blow to the slave trade in the Soudan. His 
Lieutenant, Gessi Pasha, who has lately 
suffered terrible hardships, fought and 
beat the slave traders in a pitched 
battle, 
in which they, relying upon 
superior 
numbers, 
made 
the 
first 
attack. Gessi Pasha inflicted a crashing 
defeat upon the slave traders, and liberated 
immense numbers of slaves. If Colonel 
Gordon had been properly supported by 
Tewtik Pasha, there is reason to believe 
that the slave trade would have been driven 
out of the Soudan. Since his departure 
his old enemies have to a great extent re­ 
gained their former influence, and have 
succeeded in reviving on a large scale the 
traffic in negroes. It is quite true that 
that traffic cannot be effectually sup­ 
pressed until domestic slavery is abolished 
in Egypt, but yet Colonel Gordon's experi­ 
ence shows that by the adoption of a vig­ 
orous policy the number of victims may be 
greatly diminished, and the trade rendered 
both hazardous and unprofitable.—[Lon­ 
don News.

OS THE STATE PRISONS. 


THE SAFETY OF GUITEAU. 
It appears that there exists real appre­ 
hension of a concerted movement for the 
lynching of Guiteau in the event of the 
President's death. 
It ¡3 reassuring to 
learn that the military authorities are not 
inly prepared for such an outbreak, but 
that they are fully determined upon pre­ 
venting the contemplated breach of law. 
It is no doubt true that there is not in the 
nation one man who would voluntarily lift 
a linger to save the assassin from any pun­ 
ishment that might be awarded him. But 
it must never be forgotten that if this Gov­ 
ernment possesses any force whatever, or 
any claim upon the esteem or respect of 
the people, it is as a government of law 
and order that it appeals to them. 
Nor 
must it be forgotten that the whole world 
is watching the course of events at Wash­ 
ington to day, and that in some important 
respects our institutions are on trial. The 
death of the President would be very 
hard to bear, and especially by those 
who 
know 
that 
his 
assassin 
is 
virtnally within their 
power. 
But 
there can be no excuse for mob violence in 
such a case as this. Nothing is more cer­ 
tain than that the death of the President 
would he the death-warrant of his murderer. 
But the punishment of that murderer must 
be in accordance with law, and it must be 
administered in conformity with statutory 
requirements. Ife cannot escape. Of that 
there is no possible doubt. He is as surely 
doomed as though he already stood upon 
the trap and had the rope around his neck. 
But he must die the legalized death of the 
condemned felon, and not that of the sub­ 
ject of mob vengeance. It is the whole 
country’ he has wronged, ami the whole 
country will insist that it shall participate 
in the act of retribution. It is to bo hoped 
therefore that whatever happens Guiteau 
will be left to the process of the law. 


THE A PACHES. 
The Apaches under Nano appear to be 
growing more audacious, bloodthirsty and 
successful every day. The last report is 
that they have attacked and taken the vil­ 
lage of Eureka, in New Mexico, and mas­ 
sacred the w hole population, amounting to 
seventy-live persons. Ii this is true—and 
whether it be true or not, it is certain that 
these savages have already killed scores of 
people—it is evident that somo more 
prompt and effective policy is required 
than that ordinarily pursued. 
Hunting 
the Apaches with small bodies of tsoope, 
who can only fight them when found, but 
cannot surround and exterminate them, 
has proved a failure hitherto. They must, 
therefore, be attacked with an overwhelm­ 
ing force, and for this purpose the Mexican 
and United States authorities ought to 
concert measures at once. Otherwise, be­ 
tween the cowboys and th“ Apaches, the 
frontier will soon be deserted by all save 
criminals and cutthroats, white und red, 
and these latter will constitute a constant 
source of danger and loss to both countries 
along a broad »nd steadily widening belt of 
territory, 


The Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor to investigate the charges pre­ 
ferred against the State Board of I rison 
Directors, and the general management of 
the State Prisons, have performed their 
task with exemplary thoroughness. They 
have in their report presented a series of 
findings which together constitute a 
strong indictment against the whole penal 
administration. But their labors w 11 have 
been to no purpose unless the Executive 
acts upon the conclusions submitted to 
him. The Constitution provides (Article 
X. Section 1) that “ Tne Governor shall 
“ have the power to remove either of the 
“ Directors for misconduct, incompetency, 
“ or neglect of duty, after an opportunity 
“ to be heard upon written charges.” In 
the present case there are written charges 
before theGovernor, intheformof thereport 
of the Investigating Commission ; and these 
charges unquestionably arraign the whole 
Board of State Prison Directors for miscon­ 
duct, incompetency, and neglect of duty. 
Such a list of charges, in fact, has seldom 
been preferred against any body of public 
functionaries in this State, and what is 
more to the purpose, every charge is 
brought home by the accompanying evi­ 
dence. The fact that in one or more in­ 
stances particular Directors have been 
specially derelict cannot obscure the larger 
fact that the whole Board has been con­ 
spicuously faithless to its trust, and that 
it has as a body incurred the penalties 
which the Constitution ha3 provided for 
such neglect of duty. 
In the first place it has been made mani­ 
fest that the Board not only ignored, but 
flatly disobeyed the Constitution, in taking 
from the Wardens the appointment of 
nearly all the subordinate officers. In the 
second place the Board disobeyed the plain 
spirit of the Constitution in appointing as 
Wardens men who possessed no special 
training or fitness for those offices. In do­ 
ing this they betrayed their trust most 
flagranti)’, for it was this act which ren­ 
dered the introduction of reform to the 
prisons impossible, and which re-established 
the spoils system in the whole penal ad­ 
ministration. Taere was nothing in the 
Constitution to prevent the appointment of 
educated penologists to those offices. The 
public demanded that this should be done. 
It was required by every principle of econ­ 
omy, of humanity, and of enlightenment. 
There was no possible excuse for failing to 
do it. Vet the Borrd deliberately per­ 
verted the Constitution to the base uses of 
partisan politic?, and so secured the 
continuance of tho vicious state of things 
which it found in existence. 
This was 
both misconduct and neglect of duty, and 
was of itself sufficient to necessitate the re­ 
moval of the whole Board. 
Again, the Board has plainly committed 
illegalities in regard to mileage. One Di­ 
rector, Everson, has been shown to have 
drawn mileage under circumstances which 
rendered the act positively dishonest; but 
it must be remembered that this dishonest 
charge was audited and approved by the 
rest of the Board, and that the other mem­ 
bers themselves have made mileage charges 
on a most unjustifiable basis. Not content 
with obtaining the equivalent of a large 
salary in mileage, this Board procured the 
passage of an unconstitutional law giving 
them an actual salary. Tho Attorney- 
General had informed them of its uncon­ 
stitutionality, and therefore ignorance can­ 
not be pleaded by them. It can in fact 
only be characterized as a defiant disregard 
of the organic law, and a shameless act of 
rapacity. These charges are all proved by 
the Commissioners, yet they do not con­ 
clude the long list of laches committed by 
the Board. The conduct of the latter in 
the purchase of the brick lands, in the 
purchase of the jute machinery, in the 
failure to keep record of their transactions, 
constitutes proof p isitive that they have 
been guilty of inco.npetency, misconduct 
and neglect of duty. 
Nothing worse, from a business stand­ 
point, than their purchase of the machin­ 
ery, has ever been heard of. In this case 
they blindly ordered machinery to be 
made in England, to the amount of 
>u0,000, and undertook to pay the fail 
contrast price for it before it was deliv­ 
ered, and without making any provision 
for possible defects in it or failures on the 
part of the manufacturers, or reserving to 
the State any power to reject it if it 
was faulty, or to make the contractor 
remedy defects. 
They do not know to 
this day what they are getting for the 
State’s money. They have no guarantees of 
any kind for the satisfactory fulfillment of 
the contract. They have put the State at 
the merey of a foreign firm completely. 
If this does not prove their incompetency 
and neglect of duty we do not know what 
those terms mean. 
The Commissioners have not gone be­ 
yond their functions. They have said to 
the Governor : “ We have not presumed 
“ tooiTer any suggestion or recommend»- 
“ tion as to Executive action upon matters 
“ herein presented. 
* 
* 
It belongs to 
“ you to determine whether any of the 
“ delinquencies of administration or sub- 
“ versions of the organic law complained of 
“ constitute a breach of the high trust rc- 
“ posed by you in the members of the 
“ Board of Directors.” This is true. It 
r mains for the Governor to apply the 
damning conclusions which the Commis­ 
sioners have reached, and this is a duty 
which lie will have to realize the urgency 
of. 
The Commissioners have dono no 
white-washing. They have shown that 
the Board of Directors have failed at al­ 
most every point. They have made out a 
case agaiust that Board the strength 
and comprehensiveness of W’hich can 
acarcaly be exaggerated. We assert de­ 
liberately that it is impossible for any 
ordinarily intelligent person to read their 
report without becoming convinced that 
the removal of the entire Board of 
I’rison Directors is imperatively demanded, 
both by the letter and spirit of the Con­ 
stitution, and by the proofs of their law­ 
lessness, .perversity, 
and 
incapacity. 
Tuo Commissioners have done their duty 
without fear or favor. It is to be hoped 
that the Governor will display the same 
determination and thoroughness of purpose 
in performing the executive duties which 
uow devolve upon him.

THE PROROGATION OF PARLIAMENT. 
The Parliamentary session which has 
just closed has unquestionably raised the 
reputation of the Government greatly, and 
it is equally undeniable that nearly all the 
credit for the remarkable things accom­ 
plished belongs to Mr. Gladstone. He has 
not only succeeded in placing the land 
bill upon the statute book in the teeth of 
the most bitter and unscrupulous opposi­ 
tion that i ver sought to mako a burlesque 
of legislative proceedings, but he has at 
the same time demoralized and disorgan­ 
ized the Tories, : nd scoured the good-will 
of the elements upon which the Irish op­ 
ponents of the bill relied mainly for coun­ 
tenance and rupport. To have passed the 
laud bill, and then to have found 
that it was repudiated by the Irish \ 


people 
bodily, 
would 
have 
been 
very 
discouraging 
and 
demoralizing. 
It was evident that this was the end ele- 
sired by Parnell, who ha3 scarcely made a 
secret of his purpose to reject every gov­ 
ernmental concession which did not go 
the length of a repeal of the act of 
union. 
But the Irish people have 
studied and mastered the land bill, and the 
tenants at least fully understand that it 
confers upon them benefits and advantages 
which they could not obtain in any other 
way. They are therefore determined to 
give it a fair trial, and Parnell has already 
discovered that he cannot count upon the 
co-operation of the local Leagues in pur­ 
suing a factious opposition to the Govern­ 
ment. The Irish members indeed have, 
with the exception of a small minority, 
given the Government their support in 
passing the bill, and Parnell cannot either 
control bis colleagues or his countrymen. 
The marvelous intellectual resources of the 
Premier have never been more magnifi­ 
cently displayed than during the past 
session. 
Neither age nor labor nor 
the exhausting influence of late hours, 
nor the friction of the Parnellite opposi­ 
tion, have caused him to swerve from his 
course, to lose sight of the statesmanlike 
aims before him, or have irritated him into 
follies. At times, when goaded beyond 
endurance by his antagonists, he has 
hurled at them some of those scorching 
philippics of which he is so consummate a 
master, hut for the most part he has ar­ 
gued his way through all obstacles, and 
has won the day at last through sheer su­ 
premacy of brain pow’cr. Should his pub­ 
lic career close now lie will have nobly 
earned the distinction of one of the first of 
British statesmen, and the future biog­ 
rapher and historian will marvel as they 
find in the conduct of this great campaign 
so rare a combination of the wisdom of 
age with the fire and energy of youth. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISPATGHES

THE PRESIDENT. 


The President yesterday was regarded 
by his medical attendants as being slightly 
better. It was indeed hoped by the more 
sanguine that he had ceased to sink, 
and that lie had begun to mend. A care­ 
ful analysis of the voluminous reports con­ 
cerning bis condition, however, dees not 
appear to justify any elation. It j-emains 
true that lie is in a state of almost hopeless 
exhaustion ; that his blood is in so morbid 
a condition as to set up disorganizing 
processes instead of lecuperative ones; 
that the erection of every such process adds 
a fresh drain to his system, and detracts 
so much more from the chances of his re­ 
covery ; that the inflammation of the 
parotid gland has by no means run its 
course, and that it may at any time 
produce fatal blood-poisoning; that in 
fact, though his stomach continues stronger, 
and he shows some faint appetite, yet his 
life still hangs by a hair. Under such cir­ 
cumstances it is neither wise nor profita­ 
ble to rush from despair to exultation. All 
that can be truly said is that the President 
is a little—a very little—better than he 
was forty-eight hours ago. But it must 
not he forgotten that forty-eight hours ago 
he was practically given over. Should he 
continue to exhibit more and more favora­ 
ble symptoms for a week, it would at the 
end of that time be justifiable to indulge 
in a hope of his recovery. At present the 
facts warrant nothing hut the most anxious 
solicitude.

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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Condition o f llic President — M orning 
B ulletin. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 28 h—8:30 a. M.—The amelioration of the 
President’s symptoms announced in last even­ 
ing’s bulletin continued during the night, and 
since midnight some further improvement 
his been obsexved. The pulse has progress­ 
ively diminished in frequency, the stomach 
has continued to retain the liquid nourish­ 
ment administered, and last night the patient 
asked for and ate a small r[uantity of milk 
toast. Stimulants and nutritive enemata 
continues to be retained. There haa been no 
mental disturbances during the night or this 
morning. At present his pulse is ICO, tem­ 
perature 99 4, respiration 17. Sigue d by 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Key burn, Hamil­ 
ton and Agnew. 
Tlic Noon Report. 
E xecutive Mansion, August 2Sth—12:30 
1*. ii.—At the morciog tíre.-sing of tho Presi­ 
dent several ytllowi-di points were observed 
just below the ear, just over the swollen pa­ 
rotid gland, and an incision being made, 
about a teaipoonful f healtfcy-lu firing pus 
escaped. There was also somo discharge of 
pus through the two openings into the ear, 
aud the incision mentioned in previous bulle­ 
tins. The wound 1 ioks rather less indolent 
than it has been doing for several days past. 
Since the morning bulletin there has bsen 
some ri-e of temperature, but little increase 
in the frequency of the pu’se, and in other 
respectR no material change has occurred. 
Pulse 104, temperature 99.5. respiration 18. 
Signed by Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Iley- 
burn, Hamilton aud Agnew. 
Evening B ulletin. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 28th—0:30 
7*. M.— The improvement in the Prcsideut’s 
condition declared yesterday afternoon is 
still maintained. He continues taking will­ 
ingly the liquid food given by the mouth, 
and is apparently digesting it. The stimu- 
1 ruts and food given by enemeta are also re­ 
tained. At the evening dressing an increased 
quantity of healthy-looking pus was dis­ 
charged from the suppurating parotid gland. 
The appearance of the wound has not changed 
since the morning dressing, and but little 
rise in temperature or pulse has taken place 
since noon. The pulse is perhaps stronger 
than at this time yesterday. Pulse 110, 
temperature 99.7, respiration 20, Signed by 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Reyburn Hamil­ 
ton and Agnew. 
Tlic Change for H>e Belter. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 28:h—10 a. 
m.—The faint hope raised last evening by the 
reported improvement in the President’s 
condition was hardly expressed by the few 
who shared it, for fear that a change for the 
worse would occur during the night. So the 
unexpected announcement made by the phy­ 
sicians this morning that the President had 
held his own during the night., and the favor­ 
able developments of the night as related in 
the morning bulletin, caused a still more 
hopeful feeling to prevail at tha Executive 
Mansion this morning. 
Fialcd w ith l!ic Outlook. 
E xecutive Mansion, August 28tb.—Gen­ 
eral Swain, who was almost alone with 
Colonel Rockwell yesterday in refusing to 
give the President up. Is fairly jubilant this 
morning. “ I know,” said he, “ that a great 
many people gave him up yesterday, but I 
never did. I’ve been pinning my faith to 
that man’s pluck for twenty years.” There 
are few details to be given of the history of 
the night. The President rested better than 
for some nights past, sleeping once for an 
hour. He took nourishment regularly every 
two hours. The usual enemata were admin­ 
istered, and he was sporg el off twice. His 
pulse remained pretty steadily at 104 through­ 
out the night, dropping about 7 o’clock to 100, 
where it remained at the time the bulletin 
wa3 issued. He ha3 had no fever. 
The return of hope at the White House is 
unmistakable, but the physicians are evi­ 
dently at xious that not too much reliance 
shall be placed upon it. The troucd gained 
may be lost this afternoon. This may prove 
to be ordy a fluctuation at the same time, 
and as the early morning is usually the Presi­ 
dent’s unfavorable period the;e seems to be 
hope that the gain may be increased, and 
reason to believe that recovery is now possi­ 
ble. It need hardly he added that there 
seems to be no probability of the President’s 
death in the worst event fur several days to 
come. 
Ilfnine lo Lowell. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 28th—The 
following telegram was sent to-n:ght: 
Lowell, Minister. London : The condition of the 
President at 10 o’clock contir.ucs as favorable as 
could be exp.cted. Within the past thirty hours 
liis improvement has given great encouragement to 
the at ten din; surgeons. lie swallows an adequate 
supply of liquid food. Tho parotid swelling dis­ 
charges freely, and gives pre mise of marked im­ 
provement. His mind is perfectly citar. Helias 
perhaps a little more fever than was anticipated, 
and Ins respiration is some» hat above normal. The 
general feeling is one of hopefulness, hut two or 
three days more of improvement will be needed to 
inspire confidence.

E xecutive M ansion, August 29th—1:45 
a. m.—At this l our the President is sleeping 
quietly, and his symptoms continue favor­ 
able. 
At Tlircc O'clock In llic M orning. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 29th—3 a. 
ii.—The Presidcut has slept most of tho time 
since midnight, ami is now asleep. So far, 
he his slept better to night than tor several 
nights past. The favorable symptoms still 
continue. Hr. Bliss Interviewee!. 
E xecutive Mansion, August 28th—12:15 
P. M.—Dr. Bliss, in an interview this after­ 
noon with an Associated Press reporter, said 
that the cl/ange since yesterday in the Presi­ 
dent’s condition ¡3 sufficient to justify him in 
modifying the views then entertiined by 
hinmelf as to the extreme gravity of the 
crisis, and tint he now entertains great 
hopes of the President’s ultimate recovery. 
He said the pus discharged this morning both 
from the wound and from the openings in the 
parotid gland is improving in character, and 
that the quantity discharged from the latter 
had increased considerably since yesterday. 
While the inflammation ot the parotid eland 
was in a progressive state the President’s 
symptoms became more and more a arming ; 
but now that it is subsiding his symptoms are 
steadily improving, and he thought it doubt­ 
ful whether any further serious trouble 
would arise from the glandular swelling. 
DR. botntor’s opinion. 
Dr. Boynton said he felt very much en­ 
couraged at the situation this morning. The 
President’s mind, he says, is clear. His pulse 
is steady, and he has this morning taken con­ 
siderable nourishment, consisting of beef tea 
and porridge. On Friday last, during the 
day, the doctor said he felt that the case was 
almost hopeless, but in the evening, when he 
observed that the President’s mind began to 
clear up and the patient became rational, his 
hopes returned. The continued absence of 
mental disturbance since Friday evening he 
considers a ve ry hopeful feature. But more 
than this he also thinks the blood poison is 
being more rapidly eliminated, and as a re­ 
sult the food is better assimilated and is being 
transformed into richer and purer blood, 
which, as it circulates through the system, 
gives new life an i v.tality t> tbe Presid nf. 
The danger to be apprehendtd from the 
glandular complication, he thinks, is less 
than in the morning. At the morning dress­ 
ing to-day another opening was discovered, 
from which there was a satisfactory discharge. 
The discharge from the ear and from the in­ 
cision was also more free than yesterday, and 
the swelling has sensibly diminished. O.i the 
whole, the doctor said, if these favorable 
conditions of mind and stomach continue for 
a few liaye, ev,n without resulting in any in­ 
crease of elrength or vitality, he would feel 
very hopeful ol the ultimate recovery of the 
President. Dr. Acnew’* View*. 
W ashington, August 28th.—Judge Jere 
Black had a long talk with Dr. Agnew this 
afternoon about the President. 
Dr. Agnew said the improvement which 
set in y^sterdey afternoon had been main­ 
tained. There was r o w substantial grounds 
for hope for the President’s recovery. He said 
the tone of the President’s stomich ehowed 
remarkable improvement, and his food was 
evidently assimilating better than heretofore 
That if this kept up for twenty-four or th’rtv- 
s:x hours longer, and he now believed it 
w. uld, the President would begin to regain 
stren th, the thing necessary to pull him 
through. Doctor Agnew spoke i f the im­ 
provement as general, and 6aid the Presi­ 


dent’s cbancis were now f avorable, to say the 
lsatt. 
The White House was closed before 10 
o’clock to-night. About 9 o’clock Dr. Bliss 
sponged the President off and he went to 
sleep. When the house was closed every­ 
thing looked favorable, and a good bnlletin 
was confidently expected to morrow morning. 
The Day Reviewed. 
W ash in gton, August 28th—The improve- 
m’ntiuthe 1’iesident’s condition has been 
maintained during the day, and to-night 
hope is stronger than when the noon bullttin 
was issued. The probability of his death, it 
is believed, is gradually lessening, and a very 
confident feeling has taken the place of the 
despondency which was apparent at the 
Whits House last night. Hope has again a 
strong hold, the effect of to-day’s good 
tidings, and it is noticeable that a better feel­ 
ing has prevailed. The gloom has been 
lifted from the city. The President has 
rested quietly, and there has been nothing to 
disturb him. He has perceptibly improved 
durirg the day, though it was nut a marked 
improvement, until it 
could be saiJ 
at 5 o’clock that the President was better 
than he was at noon. He has talked but 
very little, but that was because they would 
not allow him to talk. 
His pulse has re­ 
mained pretty steady, and retained its im­ 
proved tone and character. There has not 
been any marked fever. 
The beats of the 
pulse were from 10fi to 10S per minute. His 
general appearance has improved, and bis 
skin is soft and moist. 
At 5 o’clock General Swain sent a dispatch 
that the President was better than hehad been 
for a week past. 
Colonel Rockwell indorsed this dispatch, 
which was not reserved in any particular, but 
made the statement without any qualifi­ 
cations. 
“ He is holdieg 
right up 
1o 
the work,” said Colonel Rockwell. 
C lonel RockwiII, continuing said; “ There 
is an improvement all round. I mean to in­ 
clude every symptom. He is going to get 
well, I believe; but remember at the same 
lime that the President is still in a most dan­ 
gerous condition. 
We take the good that 
God sends, and thank him for moro of the 
same kind. It is perceptible that he is im­ 
proving.” 
At half-past 5 o’clock this afternoon Mar­ 
shal Henry, who came from the private part 
of the house, reported that the President 
was resting quietly. The heavy sleepiness, 
which was au alarming feature yesterday, has 
disappeared. 
Secretary Windom said at half-past 6 
o’clock, as he came from the surgecLs’ room, 
“ The President is still better.” 
General Swain sxid, at 7 o'clock: “There 
is nothing in the least unfavorable. Every­ 
thing is the ether way.” 
Although the President’s pulse and tem­ 
perature rose slightly during the afternoon, 
lie continued to do well, and at 5 o’clock 
General Swain telegraphed a friend, “ The 
improvement in tiie President's condition is 
still maintained. We are ail hopeful—some 
confident.” 
About the middle of the afternoon the 
President expressed a desire to see his 
daughter Mollie, and when she entered and 
came to his bedside he took her hand and 
asked her about her health. She replied that 
she was well, and inquired how he himself 
was. He said, “ I am better. Ask your 
mother if the boys cannot come in.” Soon 
afterward James came to tho bedside, and 
was greeted by his father affectionately. The 
President’s pulse, however, rose with the 
excitement and emotion of this interview 
with his childen, and it was thought best 
not to allow Harry to see him. 
Late this afternoon Mis. Garfield and her 
daughter Mollie, with Mr. Rudolph and C. 
C. Rockwell, of St. Louis, went out for a 
drive. Mrs Garfield looked bright and 
cheerful. The carriage passed through the 
main gateway on Pennsylvania avenue, 
around which a crowd had fingered all day. 
She responded with a bow and a smile to the 
salutations of the guard and to tho greetings 
of one or two acquaintances passing. Some 
one standing near the gateway cried, “ That 
is Mrs. Garfield,” and by a spontaneous im­ 
pulse almost all the men in the crowd took oft 
their hats and stood with uncovered heads 
while the carriage passed. 
All the members of the Cabinet called at 
the Executive Mansion, many of them re­ 
peatedly, and there was rather more than the 
usual number of private callers. The faces 
of all were brighter aud more hopeful, and a 
general feeling of encouragement seemed to 
prevail. 
The evening bulletin was regarded as fairly 
satisfactory, although the febrile rise was 
rather more marked than had been antici­ 
pated. During the evening, however, the 
President rested quietly, and his fever by 11 
o’clock had subsided. 
Dr. Boynton, at half-past 9 this evening, 
gave the following statement of tho present 
aspect of the President’s case: “ In my 
opinion, all the patient’s symptoms to-night 
show a marked improvement. In the first 
place his mind, which was for a week more 
or less affected by the vitiated and impover­ 
ished condition of his blood, is now perfectly 
clear and active. Up to Friday night or 
Saturday morning, 1 don’t think his will 
power had had for six or seven days any sus­ 
taining influence upon his body. He had no 
strong wifi power. Sinceyesteidxy morning, 
however, there has been in this respect a 
noticeable change. Not only is he more 
ch erful aud hopeful but his will hai 
re;; vered his power of sustained effort, 
and it is now co-operating with his vital en­ 
ergies in the struggle of his whole being for 
life. The condition of his stomach, so far as 
his ability to take food is concerned, con­ 
tinues good, and I think there is a further 
slight improvement in the process of assimi­ 
lation and nutrition. He has swallowed to­ 
day more than thirty ounces of liquid nour­ 
ishment, consisting chiefly of beef juice, 
peptonized milk and milk porridge, and lias 
had in addition two nutritive enemata. His 
supply of food is entirely adequate, if proper­ 
ly assimilated. 
A Fitrllicr Relapse Not I’robnhlc, 
W ashington, August 28th.—It is regarded 
this evening that the President’s rally has 
been of such a character that a further re­ 
lapse, while among the possibilities, is not 
probable. Commencing at 4 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon, there has been up to 7 o’clock- 
to-night, twenty-seven hours in which the 
President was pronounced as improving. The 
imporvement has not diminished in strength, 
nor is it less marked tc-night. To-day is 
the 57lh since the wound was inflicted. Dr. 
Woodward said, when the wound was twelve 
days eld, that the President might live 
twenty or thirty days and then die. How­ 
ever, he said, if the President was alive at 
the close of the sixtieth day from the shoot­ 
ing, the danger will be over, and he will live. 
The sixtieth day will be Wednesday. 
The White House this afternoon aud even­ 
ing looked as it did in the palmy days when 
it was believed that the President was cer­ 
tainly on the broad highway to recovery, aDd 
that the desired ending of the ticknesa was 
but a short time ahead. There was but very 
few people around, not counting three or four 
newspaper men and employes. There was 
nobody in the public part of the house, and 
but very few employes were there. Early 
this evening, as the hour for the evening 
bulletin approached, the crowd grew- larger, 
but the bulletis crowd was not to be com­ 
pared in numbers to the same gathering yes­ 
terday. 
There is Considerable comment about dif­ 
ferent predictions made yesterday and to-day 
by the physicians in attendance, There 
could not be more different views expressed 
than those of the last two days. When the 
matter is luoked at in the proper light it will 
be seen that the statement is entirely in con­ 
formity with the progress of the case yester­ 
day. For instance, Dr. Bliss said in the 
morning and at noon that he did not see how 
the President could live unless an unexpected 
change for the better should bo made. Again, 
this morning and late this afternoon he said 
that he thought the President would live, and 
that the rally which had been made was of 
sufficient strength, continuing to be aug­ 
mented as it does, to warrant the highest 
hope that there will be a recovery. 
Dr. Bliss said to a Western Associated 
Press agent to-night that he had at one time 
given the President up or pronounced his 
cise hopeless ; that it was not his custom to 
give up a case while life lasted. He said that 
yesterday morning he expressed the opinion 
that there was more probability of the Presi­ 
dent’s dying than living, unless he should in 
a short time rally from his then exceedingly 
low condition. He believed there was a 
chance of his rallying, and hoped for it. 
“ Doctor,” asked the Western Press agent, 
“ is the President better to-night than he 
was this morning'I ” 
“ He is,” was the reply. “ He has con­ 
tinued through to-day to gain slowly, it ¡3 
true ; but in his present condition that little 
gain promises much.” 
“ What is your greatest difficulty in the 
case now ?” 
“ The parotid swelling is the most trouble­ 
some feature of the case uow, and it has sub­ 
sided to-night. It is discharging better to­ 
night than it has yet. A while ago it 
discharged a teaspoonful of healthy pua—not 
wl.at we call laudable pus, but it was very 
good pus. It is discharging through the ear, 
and I think by to-morrow there will be a 
very sen-if le diminution in the swelling.” 
“ Has the President taken much nourish­ 
ment. to-dsy ?’’ 
“ YVs; he has taken plenty, and more than 
any day for some time, and he ehowed a relish 
for it. His stomach receives all we give him 
and digests it.” 
“ There are no signs of nausea, doctor ?” 
“ Not a bit; no more than you or I feel 
after eating. The President’s stomach is now 
in a good condition, and he will be built up 
from now on. Ho is able to take food enongh 
to impart strength to his system. I regard the 
blood poison as now eliminated. He is now 
suffering from the sequel of the poisoning, 
but I am sati-fied that the poisoning has 
been thrown off. The wound made by the 


pistol bullet to-day shows some signs of re­ 
turning granulation for the first time in 
three days. It has been entirely idle during 
this very bad condition of ths blood, but now, 
as the blood purifies, it will heal.” 
Dr. Elis i did not regard the President out 
of danger by any means, but he was positive 
;n his opinion that this improvement which 
has set in is not a mere fluctuation of the 
case. He is full of hope. 
A Governor's Suggestion. 
N a sh v ille (Tenn.), August 28;h.—Gov­ 
ernor Hawkins has addiessed the following 
circular letter to each of the Governors of tie 
separate States and Territories :

for funeral ceremonies, for the purpose of holding 
memorial services and devoutly invoking the bless­ 
ings of Almighty elod upon our elm-ken e nr,try.

C hicago, August 28th.—It is remarked as 
a singular fact that this is the first Sunday 
since the President w as shot that he has not 
been worse, and the conclusion is reached, by 
a somewhat illogical process of reasoning, 
that the day marks an era of recovery, as 
agaiust-tho preceding era of decline. 
The Day af Chicago. 
C hicago, August 28th.—The crowds about 
the bulletin beards hero to-dsv have been 
greater than at auy previous time since the 
shooting of the l ’resident. Carriages would 
drive up, and as soon as the occupants could 
read the bulletin give way to others. The 
interest has greatly increased since the favor­ 
able turn. 
1 Young A m erican In Luck. 
New Yoiík, August 28;In—An interesting 
story comes from M'uttemburg. The King’s 
new reader is an American named Richard 
M. Jackson, from Ohir. Ho went to Stutt- 
gardt some years ago to practice music at the 
<■ Conservatory. Ho then took a position at 
the United States Consulate. I juile recently 
King Charles, who had taken a fancy to the 
young man, asked him to eutcr his service as 
reader. Jackson accepted the proposal, un­ 
der the condition that he would receive or­ 
ders from nobody but the Kicg direct.

William Bergen, a youthful but reckless 
violator of the law, wis convicted in the 
Police Court on Saturday on the charge of 
making an unprovoked assault and battery 
upon an old aud inoffensive Chinese fruit- 
peddler. 
In summing up the case Judge 
Henry remarked that it was a matter of con­ 
gratulation that crimes of this nature are 
not so prevalent in Sacramento of late as in 
days cone by, when (he Stale ws3 almost dis­ 
crated by an exhibiti m of the worst passions 
of lawless men in a senseless and malignant 
crusade against a defenseless people. 
He 
condemned the act of the culprit at the bar 
in unmeasured terms, denouncing it as mear, 
dishonorable, cowardly and contemptible. 
At this point the ccuosel for defendant 
arose and expressed a hope that the Court 
would be lenienh 
“ I assure yonr Honor,” 
said he, “ my client is not a hoodlum.” 
“ Well,”said the Judge, “ if I were making 
up a bouquet cf buds and blossoms to send to 
the Industrial School I should certainly 
gather him in as a fitting representative of a 
hoodlum iu full bloom.” 
“ But, your Honor,” said the attorney, 
“ he was so much excited at the lime that he 
hardly knew what he was doing.” 
“ Ob,” said the Judge, “ this, then, is a 
case of emotional insanity. 
In some cases of 
that nature the only proper remedy is hang­ 
ing. This CHFe is one, I think, that might be 
cured in less than ten minutes by the vigorous 
application of a good cowhide. 
1 shall, how­ 
ever. try what virtue there may be in a teim 
of imprisonment in the County Jail, with an 
accompaniment of healthy manual exercise. 
It is said that deep down in the heart of the 
most incorrigible there is a fountain of livirg 
waters accessible only to the profoundest ob 
servution. 
If at the close of his term I am 
able to discover this fountain in the heart of 
the defendant, I shall f el encouraged to talk 
and advise with him not to further emulate 
the brutality of the pugilist, but to cultivate 
a ; roper re ;ar.l fir tlie rights of others, espe­ 
cially the weak aud unfortunate.”

The latter sought to take Lynch home and 
had just asked him the direction of his resi­ 
dence, when Lynch suddenly pulled from his 
p cket a self-cocking four-shooter, thrust it in 
the officer’s face, and fired without a word of 
warning. The bill, a small-sized one, en­ 
tered the left eye, destroying its sight, and 
passed out at the left temple. 
The upp-r 
branch of the temporal artery was ruptured 
and the blood flowed profusely. 
Notwith­ 
standing the terrible nature of the officer’s 
wound, which at first glance would be pro­ 
nounced necessarily fatal, he turned upon his 
assailant, knocked him down aDd beat him 
with club or pistol until he was senseless. 
A 
hurried examination of the two men, made 
by Police Surgeon Stambaugh, showed that 
Lynch was the more seriously injured. 
He 
was unconscious from the combined effects 
of his beating and the liquor he had drank. 
His nose broken, his heat! showing several 
contused wounds, besides he has two cuts, one 
on each side of the nose and one on the cheek, 
apparently made by the butt of a pistol. The 
surgeon pronounced the wounds of both men 
very serious, but about 11 o’clock the officer 
insisted on being allowed to go home, and 
walked out < f the hospital with bis friends 
for his residence. 
Lynch waB still uncon­ 
scious. 
His wounds, though not necessarily 
fatal, are very serious. 
Lynch was booked 
f.»r assault to murder, and the cameof James 
McNamara appeared as that of the complain­ 
ing witness. 
Several persons identified the 
prisoner as Timothy Lynch, who is employed 
in the law department of the Southern and 
Central Pacific 
Railroad Company as a 
searcher of records.

Destruction or Properly toy Eire. 
P hiladelphia, August 27th. —Mullen’s 
brewery has been burntd. The loss is §00.- 
000. Several firemen were hurt. 
C HICAGO, August 27th.—One building of 
McCormick’s reaper factory is burning. The 
loss is §00,000 ; fully insured. 
The alarm rang at 2:1!0 for McCormick’s 
reaper works, followed at 3 by a second 
alarm. The establnhmeot covers a square of 
ground, and is five stories high. Alarm was 
at first felt, but it soon transpired that the 
fire was in the foundry, separate from the 
main structure. The flan es have been sub­ 
dued. 
A great fire broke out about eight o’clock 
this evening iu the packing establishment of 
JohnC. Hately, forineily known as Rickers, 
at the Uuion Stock Yards, which bad not 
been extinguished at midnight, at which 
time all the engines iu that section of the 
city were working on it, being greatly im­ 
peded in their efforts by t he scarcity of 
water. A few facts aie learned |as yet, but 
it is known that 450 000 pounds of bacon and 
a large quantity of lard and provisions were 
stored in the warehouse, aud will be com­ 
pletely destroyed. 
Among the companies iuvolved in the loss 
of Hately’s packing establishment last night 
is the Firemen’s Fund, §2,500. 
A private telegram says that all the busi­ 
ness part of Plano, Texas, was burned last 
night. The loss is not. stated. 
B u ffalo, August 27th.—A fire at Attica 
to-day destroyed several large buildings, and 
is still spreading. Lass, §39,000 to §40,000. 
Steamers have been sent from here. 
The hallow ». 
L iv in g s t o n (Ala.). August 27tb.—B en. 
Perkins (colored) wag hanged to-day for the 
murder of (¡if. Roberts (colored). He died 
protesting his innocence. There were 1,500 
negrees in the streets about the jail. 
Memphis (Ter.n.). August 27tb.—Andrew 
Sanders (coloted). convicted of the murder of 
Michael Miller in Tipton county, last fall, 
was hung to day at Cjvington. Fully 3,000 
people assembled. The doomed man was 
calm and prepared lor death. The drop fell 
at 12:30.
